Foreword 


This little booklet is published for the purpose of 
bringing to the attention of our people St. George’s Church 
and its activities. It is desirable that the people should 
know the full value of the Church in the community in 
which it is. In these days of so much worldly care and 
distractions the danger is to underestimate the most val- 
uable institution to the life of a people. And most of 
this danger springs from a lack of knowledge as well as 
misunderstanding. It is hoped that the account, even this 
partial account of what has been done may stimulate our 
church people to even greater accomplishments for God 
and the people. 

We are sure that to people with any sense of apprecia- 
tion to know St. George’s Church is to love it; and it does 
not take much imagination to see, after knowing the facts, 
how much poorer in appearance of environment, in good 
taste and refinement and education, our neighborhood 
would look if you take out of this neighborhood St. 
George’s Church and its accomplishments here for the last 
twenty years. 

Have parents who love their children given due con- 
sideration to the direct and indireet wholesome influence 
which St. George’s activities exerted upon the young of 
this community? But much as has been done in that di- 
rection, much more can be done not only for children but 
for older people also, if the Church could enlist greater 
co-operation of more men and women. There is too much 
waste of manhood and womanhood which could be utilized 
for common welfare, and make life more pleasant for each 
other here and the approval of God hereafter. To rest up- 
on your goodness brees selfishness. ‘There is a duty we 
owe to God and men. In the words of the great Ameri- 
can, Theodore Roosevelt, “Not self preservation but race 
preservation, is the first law of nature,” It is the law of 
God. It is taught in our Church. 

Real goodness is a stimulant to doing +4» will of our 
Lord Christ. Certainly it is His will that His Church 
be upheld and supported by His people. It is difficult to 
see the goodness of people in their staying away from 
Holy Communion, and in their weakening the Church by 
withholding their support and co-operation. 

The success of any institution depends entirely upon 
the co-operation of its) members. St. George’s Church 
offers the oportunity to all who really wish to be useful 
and to do the will of God.

A BRIEF HISTORY OF ST. GEORGE’S MISSION 

In the latter part of 1886 Mr. John Totty, an English- 
man and devout Churchman, in Company with the Dean of 
the Germantown Convocation, Rev. Dr. James DeWolf 
Perry, were seeking a place above Allegheny Avenue to 
start a Mission Sunday School. With the help of Mr. 
James McGowan, one of our oldest members, they found 
at last'a room in an old abandoned weaver’s shop, owned 
by a Roman Catholic, and located behind some frame 
houses on Victoria Street below Bath. 

This building was used during the week for “ward 
meetings,” “dancing,” “sparring matches” and other such 
like purposes which gave to this building the name of 
“Hurricane Hall.” And as to its reputation, the chron- 
ichler says, “The least said about it the better.” 

It was in a room in this hall that our Sunday School 
began on the second Sunday in January, 1887, with 36 scho- 
lars and 5 teachers in charge of Mr- John Totty and his 
faithful wife, and fellow worker. 

In 1888 the late Mr, W. W. Frazier gave a lot 80 by 
100 feet, corner East Edgemont and Venango Streets, on 
which the present wooden Chapel was erected. It was 
later enlarged and improved by the present Missionary, 
and a picture of it is shown on another page. 

After ten years’ of faithful and self-denying work 
among the people of Venango, Mr. and Mrs. Totty left for 
England, and in 1901 the Convocation began to consider 
the advisability of abandoning the Mission as a failure,

But in November of that year the late Bishop of the 
Diocese, Ozi W Whitaker, sent the present Missionary 
which marks the beginning of the growth and development 
of St. George’s Church. 

After five years of service in the sparsely settled com- 
munity of Venanen village, and through the help of St. 
Paul’s Parish, Chestnut Hill, especially the late Mr. Ar- 
thur E. Newbolt, members of that congregation, and, many 
other friends, the present location of St. George’s, Rich- 
mond, was secured by Mr. Edward H. Bonsall. 

In 1906 the Parish House was erected and was used also 
for public worship. On Saturday, April 28, 1917, at 3.30 
afternoon the cornerstone for the new Church was laid by 
our present Bishop Philip M. Rhinelander who was chiefly 
instrumental in having the people of the Diocese present 
to our people in Ricmond this magnificent gift of our most 
beautiful Church. 

A BRIEF SKETCH OF GROWTH 

The diary of the present Pastor of St. George’s Church 
reads that at his first service, on Sunday before Advent. 
1901, in the Chapel, Venango, there were present 3 men, 
2 women, and 6 children, and most of this congregation 
present belonged to the sexton’s family, an old sea veteran 
of the civil war, John Buckley- In the afternoon of that 
day came about 60 children to the Sunday School, and at 
the evening service there were present thirty some people 
mostly children. 

At theend of five years the Chapel was improved great- 
ly both materially and spiritually, but most of its support 
was drawn from the Richmond community about a mile 
south, as the Chapel stood amidst stretches of truck farms 
and vacant lots with very few streets, and few people and 
they of very modest means and with very little advantage. 

The transfer of the work to Richmond therefore in 
1906 left the Chapel with a very small congregation, a Sun- 
day School of 25, and a daily Kindergarten under Miss 
Ethel A. Ott of about 45 little children, - 

But under the able leadership of competent Lay- 
Readers the congregation and its activities have grown to 
the present proportions, given on another page. 

The work also in Richmond grew apace, as is seen 
from the report in this Directory. 

The Pastor did not confine himself only to getting 
members for his Church. He took a deep interest in the 
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welfare of the community, and sought to improve the en- 
vironment of its people. 

It was through his zeal and untiring efforts that a fine 
Carnegie Public Library was erected on Indiana Avenue 
and Almond Street on a lot which he secured as a gift to 
the city. He got the city council to build a public square 
with trees and grass lawns back of the library. For many 
years he was instrumental in having the Board of Educa- 
tion utilize the vacant lot back of the Church as a School 
Garden for the children of the neighborhood. The vacant 
lot between Ann, Cambria, Tulip and Memphis streets 
was through his efforts secured by the city originally for 
a public playground, but was later diverted to a school 
building and the last report is that a Junior High School 
building is likely to be erected on that lot. When he dis- 
covered this change he immediately solicited successfully 
from the city authorities to secure the land on which the 
present magnificent public playground stands with his 
fine swimming pool between Cedar, Gaul, Ann and Cam- 
brie streets. He also called the attention of the Octavia 
Hill Association to tha advisability of building their 
model homes in this neighborhood. The last improvement 
was to secure from the city by the help of Major A. J. 
Drexel Biddle, president of our Fathers’ Club, a recreation 
biulding of fine proportion to be erected on the public play- 
ground just referred to. ; 

For many years he was instrumental in keeping up a 
University Extension centre in the neighborhood. Through 
hard times St. George’s Church served as a centre of relief 
to the needy. 

St- George’s Church has for many years served as a 
Saving Fund station to hundreds of families. 

A few years ago the Pastor resopnded to the need of 
religious and civic work among our Italian neighbors, and 
for several years he housed and fostered an Italian con- 
gregation until it found a home of its own under the name 
of St. Mary’s Mission located on Memphis near Allegheny 
Avenue, whose pastor is the Rev. Silvio Biagini. 

At present St. George’s Church is housing on the sec- 
ond floor of the Parish House a congregation of Polish 
people, composed of 183 families of the best Polish people 
in the neighborhood uner the pastoral care of the Rev. 
John B. Panfil, an account of which is given on another 
page. We have also a daily school of about 125 Polish 
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children under the supervision of the Board of Education. 

This loyal and faithful congregation is patiently and 
hopefully looking towards a Church building and Parish 
House of their own in which they could grow and expand, 
and we, though happy to be able to accommodate them in 
their need are in hearty sympathy with the longing of these 
good people for a home of their own. 

A few figures may help to show the growth of St. 
George’s since November 1901. K 

At this writing the records show 1320 Baptisms and 
740 confirmed, i 

The value of St. George’s property in 1902 amounted 
to about $3000 in all, 

Today the property value of the Chapel, Venango, ex- 
clusive of land, is $5000; and the total value of the property 
of St. George’s, Richmond is $142,000. 

SUPPORT OF THE CHURCH 

As long as we have been weak and small much finan- 
cial help to meet current expenses has been received from 
friends without. Our own people gave to the Church 
mostly through the duplex envelope system, but not to the 
extent of making St. George’s self supporting: We believe 
the time has come when our congregation should become 
an independent parish. Our pride should not permit us to 
lean for existence on the donations of others. We are now 
strong enough not only to meet our own expenss, but we 
are able to help others weaker than we are. To this end 
our Church Council, after due deliberation and calculation, 
has formed recently a budget showing that $8000 a year 
would more than cover all the running expenses of the par- 
ish includine a good sum to be given to the Diocese for 
Mission. Hhis budget has been printed and distributed 
among our people for their consideration, 

=- It bas been also shown that we have more than 370 
families in Richmond.who claim allegiance to St. George’s 
in some way or another, and who look to St. George’s 
Church for pastoral care and spiritual ministration. It has 
been shown that even if 300 of these families would contri- 
bute ONE DOLLAR a week per family we would have an 
income of $15,000 a year. We should them have $7000 a 
year, over and above running expenses, for expansion and 
improvements. We could afford to secure the service of 
an assistant clergyman to help in pastoral work. We 
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could lay aside $500 a year for those who happen to be 
in need in our own neighborhood. We could do away with 
all special envelopes for various funds, such as light and 
heat, etc. We could give fine entertainments at stated 
times free for all our people. We could charter a boat for 
our annual picnic free for all our families. We could 
build a garage and a store room back of the Church. We 
could in a short time place a fine chime of bells in the 
tower of our beautiful Church as a memorial to the loy- 
alty of our people, just as we placed that fine $5000 organ 
now in the new Church. We could improve greatly our 
choir by an occasional supplement of instrumental music. 
And we could also afford to help some of our bright 
children to a higher education whose only hindrance is 
financial need- All this and more we could do IF every- 
body be willing to do his or her best in making up this 
sum of $15,000 a year. One Dollar a week is not too much 
for a family to give to the Church. In the 370 families 
there ought to be 300 who by some little sacrifice, and self- 
denial in little pleasures, could each manage to club to- 
gether and make up the one dollar a week. And this would 
not be an expenses. It would be an investment, not only to 
secure the independence of our parish, but also the free 
entertainments the parish could afford to give to our own 
people, It would also unify our people in one happy 
family. 

Already the members of our Council have found this 
proposition quite practicable. Everybody, with very rare 
exceptions, responds heartily to it; and we trust by the 
time their canvass is over we shall have secured the re- 
quired support.
